This o^ne. however, worked very well indeed, 
avoiding ^11 the usual pitfalls and finally win* 
n^ng over recalcitrant reviewers, though the 
Klaa Army rank and I Me were generally le&& 
enthuakastic- h failed to match the commerclol 
success of its predecessors ariid scK>n after its 
release word came that the band had said 
goodbye lo both Ace Frehley. Ppparenlly on 
Ihe rtether end of a ^henker-style slide into 
ihe land of pink ekephanlSn and manager Bill 
Aiicoin^ wiih ihem since 19?3. and underikably 
knstrumentai m their success. 

“Rumours whipped Ihrough Keffangfs spa¬ 
cious penthouse offkce faster than Pete 
Mahowshi on copy day. Who was in. who was 
oirt. It became irnpossible to tell, and the re- 
cenlly-released 'Kiss Killers'- yet anothr com¬ 
pilation album (for the European market only 
thli time) filled out by tour eicellenl new 
tracks, further clouded Ihe issue- What was 
going on? Certainly Ihe spikl with Aucoin was 
true, there was no doubt about that, but the 
new managemefil Insisted that, as far as the 
band themselves were concerned. Ace was 
still In and 5 II was welt. ‘They 're at the Record 
Plant In Los Angeles recording a new album'* 
we were told and after some hasty tiegoliatlon 
a meeting WPS arranged, 

M y LAST brush with Kiss In any shape, 
size or form had been an ir>iervkew wllh 
Skmmdns and Stanley at Aucoin's 
swanky New York office Just prior lo Ihe re¬ 
lease of 'iMF)TE', and while the KIss co-^ 
founders piroved Irlendiy enough, introduc- 
Tlons were formal, contracts had lo be altined 
and the whole encounter was heavy with a 
business air. This time, however, things 
coukln'1 have been more dIHerent. Ralher 
Ihan being wafted into Ihe band's presence by 
a lacaless emissary It's Paul Stanley, clad in 
T-shirt, shorts and trainers, who eKtcnds his 
hand In the Record Plant foyer. Photo ses- 
skoos around the time of The Elder showed 
his DpnsKin under dehnile strain In th« midrift 
£One. but now he's looking considerably more 
trim. 

■ Yeph. 1 m gating into shape for our lour,'' 
he explains, leading the way Ihrough the stu¬ 
dio prefer and Into a tumbled backroom 
where Ger>e Simmons, Eric Carr and two 
others I cani put a name to (neither o1 them 
Acel are peering ^nteotly al a small oprdbuerd 
model. 

Come and look al Ihis." beckons Simmons. 

• Aking slight adiusiments to whal, on closer 
igpectiqn. turns out to be a scale mock-up of 
'0 new slageshow. I'd had a sneak glimpse of 
>^e Elder' stage (later scrapped) In model 
m and that was founded on simple, sym^ 

. irical llbsa. This one ... well I don't want to 
iDoU the surprise (for surprise It will be) so 
^f i Just say that It's different, a more com- 
,-letsly deveioped concept than an^hirvg the 
band have worked with before, the 'Destroysr' 
slag# Bet included, and though mala I wiil fea- 
lure prominently In Its construction It should 
prove a good deal more tleK^ble than previous 
set-upi. 

Gene, the Btaunchsst defender of th# Kiss 
cause, proceeds with an enthused rundown of 
what will happen where, when and to whom, 
lo which my response is an unwittingly frail: 
'"H looks good." The Demon, always after an 
extreme reaction, negative or positive, draws 
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beck aghast. “It looks good,'' he repeats. 
■'That'slike saying diamonds are nice. I think 
this sel Is gonna kick everybody ir> the bslls. 
This IS the urt/maie rock setV 

The two unidentified onlookers are intro¬ 
duced as the men reponSkbl# tOr putting it 
together and. after more pondering and fid¬ 
dling on the part of the band, they're given the 
OK to start work. That aetlled the pair depart 
and we gather round tor the inlerview. The ice 
already broken, the opener is inevilable: 
where's Ace? 

“Weii. h* s not around as much these 
days/' says Paul- "He's got a wife and a kid 
and lor a while now they've been his priority. 
He was here but now he's back home in Con- 
nactlcul ' 

“We've been together lot about 10 years,"' 
adds Geno. "and there's b certain amouni ot 
flexibility you have lo have because af Itie 
people lhal you care about So the fad thsi 
Ace has lo deal with certain domestic things 
that are Important to his lifestyle Is sometblng 
you undetsland and live with He"s rnarried. 
we re nol.'" 


T he band are adamanr. however, that 
the ties oi family life haven't prevented 
him playing on both ‘Killers' and the 
forthcoming studio album Creatures Ot The 
Night', a nd that when I hey resume louring 
duties in September he'fP be with them. 
Apparently, be issued a slatemer^l to the 
press. In America at least, making these very 
pQirrts, though that doesn't necessarily cfls- 
prE3ve the rumour (Kiss rumour 3S7 sub¬ 
section b) I hat he left and iater rejoified. 

"Yes. he dW,' says Gene, candidly. “He 
does that every year. He goes; Look, guys, 
I'm really plsseo oM. I'm going home; c^l me 
in three weeks , . 

Paul: “There reaily have been times In the 
dressing rooms where one of us In the course 
of putting on Ihe fnake-up wiil say: Hey, I'm 
gening very tired, I don't know if | can keep 
golr>g'. But it's tO years later and Ihere'B. Btill a 
Kiss." 

It was also rumoured at one point that you 
were audhloning other guitarists. True^ 

""Yes. we’d be lying if we said that wasn't 
so," admits Gene. "When Peter (Criss) wnn 
having his ups and downs physicaily we wei.[ 
and trad other drummers line up just to make 
aura we could tutlil our obligations and it's the 
a«me thing this lime because we've commh- 
ted ourseives to 100 dales which Is the first 
part of the lour . . . Everyone's got personal 
problems. I like to. I don't know^ bang my 
head against a wall, and sometimes Bome of 
us like to do other Ihings, bul we dOn 1 want io 
r«el that because of one person we may not be 
able to Complete the lour." 

“Ac# will be with us." says Eric, slipping 
gulelly Into the conversation, ' but we may 
also heve another guitarist at the side of the 
stag# to suppiernent the sound. He wpuidn’f 
be a member of ihe band and wear make-up, 
JubI a aldeman." 

Now, personally, f'v# never noticed any 
gaps In the Kiss live output (an Amerloan 
guitarist once likened their p^ormartce to 
‘'putting your hesd nast to a sawmill''. He was 
wrong; they're louder) but more than that the 
addition of even a Eideman Is bound I 0 raise 
queslion marks, as large and ruminous be the 
band's logo, over Ace's ability lo cut It on- 
Btage. 

‘"It's Just a possibility," assures Gene, not¬ 
ing my concern. "We want to do evsiything 
mat's going tp make Kiss better and more ex^ 


citing nol stopping al anything. If we ihink Itial 
maling eiephanis onstage is whet we have tp 
do, then we'll do it.'" 

The la he?, isn't he?' controversy sur¬ 
rounding Ace would seem to have begun 
when the band appeared Without him on a live 
telecast lo the San Remo Festival. Italy, from 
NY s Studio S4. 

"'Literally up until half an hour before we 
wont on we were sitting there waiting for him.'" 
recallB Raul. "There was a limo oulside his 
house bul we knew h# was very, very 111/' 

What was wrong? 

"He hod some kind of stomach disorder. 
Anyway, it finaliy became clear thal he wasn't 
gonna make rt and if ihe brpadcasi hadn't 
been live more than likely we would have OSh- 
ceiled it, bul with all the cameras there we 
3# Id: 'Screw it* let’s go for it.'" 

'"Y'know, Ihe eIuu aboul Ac# isn't the first 
time w# ve reed or heard rumours aboul 
ourselves.'' reflects Gene- "But we're npt re¬ 
clusive rock stars Who live ori tops ol moun¬ 
tains — people really should ask usr 


T THE momeni, however. Ifw band are 
toraily immersed in their Creatures Ot 
The Night' LP, set for an early Septem¬ 
ber release, and aren’t overly concerned with 
what's being said beyond the studio walls- 

''This Is, like. Our bunker." says Paul. 
"We've been In Ihe studio prelty much 12-14 
hours for the last ^-4 months, bustin' our 
humps making rock'n’roll. Weslarled wllhthe 
tour cuts on 'Killers’, which was the beginning 
of our recording session, and went from that 
Into 'Creatures'."' 

The US version of 'COIN' will probably con¬ 
tain three tracks from ’Killers’ — HowhefeTo 
Hun', ‘ParlnerE In Crime' and 'I'm A Legend 
Tonight' though whal form the European 
version will lake has yet to be determln^. tl 
seems likely, however, lhal two of the tracka 
will be different leaving an almost totally new 
album. Altogether the band are laying down 
14 numbers and it will be up to the record 
company in each territory to decide what to 
include lo avoid repetition, Ihough that sfiM 
leaves the question why Killers vras released 
al all. Wouldn’t It have been beher to save all 
the new songs for ‘Creatures'? 

' Well, our label wanted something to hold 
everybody over until the next studio album/' 
explains Paul. "I don't think at this point we're 
huge fans ot compilation records 'cos we ve 
had enough of 'em. But whal makes it worth¬ 
while for UE are the four new songs which are 
pretly Indicative ol what Kiss is about right 
now," 

But Couldn't they have been put on an EP? 

"Yes.” responds Gene. “And we talked ab¬ 
out an EPn B single and all lhat. But we finally 
decided on the ‘Killers' formaf because In a lot 
ol countries some ol the catalogue lan'l out or 
Isn't permanenl and also because there's s 
completely new audience out Ihere who may 
not be familiar wllh the history.' 

"(Music From) Th# Elder' may rKjt have been 
a huge commercial success but in many ways 
'Creatures Is less a radical change than a de- 
velopmeni. The production '9 different. It's 
true, a shift away from the elabcirate, layered 
Bound favoured by Bob Eirin and a return to 
the live', spontaneous approach lhal made 
'REDck'N'Hoil Over' such a gem, bul the band 
continue to coliaborale on trie wrhing front ( a 
tradition revived with The Eidor^) and the 
music retains a degree of sophistication. 
'SiTfart Metar Is now the ultimate almn though 
kSatai Is clearly the operative word .. . 




Wh^^r■ tlw Record Plent proved udoquote tor 
rKOrdln^ the new 'Kllle'r&' cutt. th# band fell 
that lor 'Creature^' they headed a more 
powerfjl dnirr sound and, after scouring LA, 
evenKialty sel up tho kit In a lerge rph^prspl 
hall adlAUhl lo a etudlo.

T he art of the guitar hero 
IS w&ll and Inuly 
prospering, as witnessed 
by Ihe appearance of a Fan 
Library tribute To Ihe genre, r>ot 
to mention! tbe never-ending 
ielters page debates on the 
relative merits or deficiencies of 
Michael. Matthias and Uii. 
Angus and ‘Fasl’ Eddie, Nugent 
and Hager. 

Whal a shame trial the Guitar 
Heroes' mag tias fiot oonne out tvwo 
rnonlhs later, for ii would hava been 
Jorced to include one Adn-an 
Vandanberg (Adje to those with a 
penchant for lh$ Dotch dialeetj. 
Thanlo to the traiUblazing of the 
Schanker brothers and the likes ol 
Trusi s Mono. European exponents 
are now as readily accepted in a 
world where bigotry and prejudice 
iDwards US arvf UK guitarists was 
as prevalent as a 10-fninute guitar 
solo 

Adfian Vandenberg has. witTiout 
doubl. attained the standartt (paient 
and copyright — Michael Schenker) 
which- aMows him to be attributed 
the ancient ritual known as hero 
worship'. This corYsksIs of swaylno 
Ihe head wllh rhythmic vigour and 
exercising the two forafingers by 
erecting them and holding Ihem 
above the head in order lo receive 
air 

Unlortunately for those who wish 
the hero to respond lo their 
adulation in the appropriate manner 
— namely by being hea^ 
d rinkef s'snnokersdrug-iakef s 
(deletion being wholly 
inappropriale). Adrian will bo rather 
disappoinlingi. His only vices would 
appear to be of a sexual nature — 
obviously a legacy of one too many 
meetings wilh Blackfoot! Vet maybe 
this total devolioni lo pedection ot 
the an rather than perf octon of Ihe 
excess, has led to a lightning quipk 
contract with Ailantic. 

Adrian has a wealth of 
oxperlonce to draw on. inilially Irom 
his time as a young session 
musician playing on 3s albums of 
various styles and then as gurianst 
and sole composer in Teaser, a bad 
Dulch Bad Company rip-off. 

Teaser drsbanded owing to the 
aN-too-obvious musicBl 
differences'," recounls Adrian, The 
vocalisi wanted to play a more roots 
style of blues and i was attempting 
to go both iTk3!re melodic, yet 
heavier. I did nothing for about a 
year simply trying to gel r>ew ideas 
for what kind of band i should form 
... or maybe not to form a band at 
all! When I knew I wanted to 
continue I started lo look lor a 
vocalist who wouid lit Ihe slyle of 
ihe two soogd t'd written ('Ready 
For Vou' and 'Out In The Streets' 
were (he songs which will appear on 
the albumlf and that is hard lo do in 
Holland. 

"I rornembersd a guy who I'd 
seen a tew yeaTs ago on three or 
four occasions. The band he was in 
were covering Led Zap and Uriah 
Heap numbers, and he was singing 
ttiem so parfecify | thought he woufd 
definitely be the or^a. Having got in 
touch wrth him I found he hadn'l 
done arty singing for four years and 
had been rapairing vacuum 
Cleaners. IV sets and the like (cue 
laughiar) so he was omhuskastic 
aibout trying Ns hand e.gain Wahad 
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one sesaiion wild iny&6li. Id* 
vocalist and a dfummer and we 
knew immediately that ihk$ wa^ 
what wa^ needed." 

V OCAL 1ST-Berl Hernng, 

drummer ZoDiner and 
Adfian teamed up wilh bassisl 
Dik Kemper, whom they lured away 
from another Dulcjh QUllil, Totbo. 
Two months passed befofe Ihe 
tjand laid down rheir Firgi 
demo.Enier important (^gure 
numbef one m the form of one Kees 
Baars. 

"Yeahr I yent a copy of the demo 
to Kees wtiD was a cock ipoumaiisf at 
the time, to see whai tiig opinions 
were Two days afterwar-ds fi# 
called me up with Ihe lape blasting 
out in the bac^ound and was 
comptefj^ OTT. He said fie wanted 
to give upti^s job and start to 
manage the band- Of t;»urs* I 
want^ him to be a lillie cool — you 
can't simply go throwing you r job op 
on B. whim, hut we !^tai1od to send 
tapes to British racord companies to 
see if could gamer a respoos^ 
Within days we had a number at 
Duldh companies chasing realty 
fieavily to get us to sign, which was 
amajing. TF>ey muS-l nave 
whoedted a tape Irom sotneono and 
had gone out oi Ihoir gkolls over il. 
We only wanted to sign wiith an 
American or British label because oF 
their obvious advantages.’ 

Why didrr't you work in Britain 
wilh fktlish musicians from the glad, 
saving all itie problems and 
anonymily pi being sluck tn a Dutch 
backwater town such as Enschede 
with rKUhing to do bul Fiddle with 
fingaf $ in dykes? 

“1 did at one stage, butihings 
didn't work oui too well. F rehearsed 
with TTnrk ti££y For a coupte ot 
weeks but didn'l gel on wilh the 
guys in the band,, so 1 came home. 
Aperl From that ihore are pradical 
problems. I had a steady job as e 
designer ip adverliging end had I 
gone Id England I would've had no 
source of iricomeT 

DR IAN'S latent for art is most 
impressive. The waH et his 
Iuxuri0u$ Dutch Flat iS Ihe 
pioud holder of two ol iho man's 


work. One ol the pa<ntinq$ dopicts a 
vicioiis-lTOking ‘knife gabbed into the 
side o( a wall of all things^ Whal's 
iTfeore. i1 lo<?kg mnre than a louch 
realii^tic. 

"I derive a lot oF my inFluence from 
an American an form called 
Super-realism, wheret^ your work 
ie almost photograph-like in detail 
and danty. Vet within that Frame I 
can also tiY connecting 
iprtcoiigruities. You obviously oar^ t 
put a knife in a wall m reality but 
anyihir^ IS possible on paper' So 
d 1(3 the interest in art begin at fho 
same time as your interest in 
music? 

■'Yeah. I discovered art ai>d music 
simultaneousiy When I was two I 
had a ctgar box with elastic barvds 
stung rourvd it which I would twang, 
and I was Eonbbhng on brts of paper 
at the same time —or go I was told. 

''I didn't aotually pick up a reai 
guitar until I was about f 6 I’d only 
listened to classical muaic up until 
then but I wa-s introduced to Hendri»c 
and Cream by older guyg in the 
neighbourhood and I just tl^ought: 
to hell with classical music, I'm 
going lor Uiis. 

"the accent of my interest always 
s&e-sawed ffom art to mMsic-1 was 
at ar1 coilege bul I gol an oflor from 
a blues piano player to go to 
(jenmany as a guitarisl For the 
Pointer Sisters. I accepted, of 
ODurse, so art took a back seat lor a 
lime It was always like that' for (he 
last two yearg I've lived oH my 
drawings but since Pbii (Carson — 
bead of Adantic Records) came 
along I've giver i( up." 

Phil is important individual 
numlwf three in the saga of 
Vandenberg bu( we muet backtrack 
lo a MichaeTSchenker party in 
Hamburg to meef wi(b imporlarK 
ligure nuvnbef two. 

^Kees and I were at Ihe party in 
Hamburg and bumped into Peter 
Mensch (top Rock menagpr). We 
asked him If he'd be inlerested ki 
managing the band but he lumed uS 
dc?wn because he bad louf ol the 
world's lop builds on his txxnks at 
t‘he lime. We sont him a tape 
anyway and go! a call from him a 
coupfo 0^ daye later saying lha( he 


thoughi the fape wa^ great. Ke 
agkod ue to go to London to lalk. 
which wc did and he promised to Iry 
Rfkd help us. even 'Ihnugh he 
couldn't burden himself with 
management'. 

'Thai gave us a lot ol confidence 
in ourselves because a man who 
knows about music (hou^ht we 
were really worthwhile — even il he 
was too busy lo get back to us 

T hus encouraged, a laiw was 
dispalctied with baste 10 Phil 
Carson, who was also 
suitably impHressed. He demanded a 
second demo and having seen the 
hand play a giq in HHvefSum. 
established a deal For Britain and 
America. Coping with English 
vocals must have beoft a problem 
(Of Ben. 

'll was p problem, liecauf^ we re 
bombarded wilh both American and 
British films which are not 
overdubbed, $o we get a strange 
comlMnalion of acconis. We solved 
the probleiTi. because Phil Carson 
seni Phil May From (he Brelly 
Things lo hefp Bed with 
pronuncialion. We re-did a lew 
vocal lines from ihe demo and 
things were generally much 
improved ” 

The Vandenbarg album was 
recorded in April at Jimmy Page s 
sludio in the English counlfyskte 
and is indeed an exciting debul, fil 
to rub shoulders with the besi oF 
product. TFie aclual production, 
handled by ihe band witlr Adrian al 
the holm, is of an exceptionally high 
standard, bringing Adrian's 
€»celtenl guitar pfay to the fore in a 
crisp, dean sound while never 
neglecting the individual 
conlributions □! the other three 
musicians: 

‘'Atlantic in Britain wanted to bring 
if! a top-lkie producer lo take 
control, mayl^ Marlio Birch or Mutt 
Langa. Yet Atlantic America liked 
Ihe sound of our demo so much 
(hoy wore Fearful that our sound 
would change If an ootskle 
inFluence were brought in. They 
bastcaiiy vetoed any move so we 
did the fob ourselves.'' 


T he album IS good enough lo 
scam the spots oFf any other 
young hopefuls who have 
their sights on |he top Not only 
ckias each sonq contain assanlial 
dynamics wh«Ji make a heavy rock 
song interesting and effective, but 
Adrian i$ a guitarist ol rara quality. 
His sound is exlromely 
Schenkeresque as you'll see on 
checking 0ad( On My Feat Again' 
or'LoslfniThe City' 

Thus Fuelled with essential 
inlormatibn on Vandanborg. I can 
happily report Ihis band can surely 
kill in the live sceoano. Witnessing 
these four guys in richearsal ki a liny 
room in the heart ot Holland is an 
event ihat impinges ilsell on tha 
tirain quicker than a limpet slicking 
lo a rock. 

Bert slips ihe scaii away Irom his 
r> 0 cK fa pari of his anatomy which 
has been giving him a Fair empurtt ol 
trouble OF late] and casually steps 
up to a microphone, while Adnan 
releases the opening salv* of 'Back 
On My Feet Again'. Dik and Jos 
sweat it oul and provide a 
tremendously poieni rtiythin section 
Cha1 IS lighter lhan a Scotsman's 
wallet while Bert lets fodh 
effodlessly. Even rf he i& not happy 
with his Form he sounds Fine 
The songs irom the album spnng 
out with a ^'real deal more vigour 
live, and stick with you lor a lair 
while aherwards. Perllqularly 
oiemorable i$ "Wail ( till The Shit 
Mils The Fan I' which muslbethe 
most incredible irtle ever dreamed 
up ("It's one ol my ambitions to 
hear an audience crying that out at 
the top of Iheir voioes.’’ sayS Adrian. 
The sorig is a slow rocker wilh a 
burning passion that Tm sure 
Tommy Vance will love getling his 
leeth into.' 

The band ere yearning lo play in 
Britain and have signed a deal with 
the Cowbell agency for ptomotion, 
which should mean a lour is a 
distinct pc^sibilily.

Cryptically entitled 'All The 
Best Cowboys Have Chinese Eyes' 
it has its flaws, but they can hardly 
delract frcm |he sheet strength of its 
purpose. 

Naturally enough, being a Pete 
Townshand album, fl's ail hjghty 
pefsonal stud. As Ihe man himself 
has explained tn tnnumefabis 
mtarviews theso songs era the 
efnotional atlefmalh of bcrfh a 
broken marriage and long periods 
ot sefious drug and d>rif>k abuse, So 
by no slrelch ol tlw Hnagination 
could rl be an easy listening album. 
Narthor 15 it at all easy to 
unde-rstand. The lyrics, may wall be 
reproduced on tt>e inoer sleeve but 
Town^hend Irequenily miles in a 
privaie code which is hard to bf^ak. 

Elut thera'si no mistaking the 
mood ol his dekverv- His voice is 
nql oP the strongest but he uses il 


well and trom the spoken intro ol the 
funky first Irack ‘Slop Hurling 
People to the screammg afiguish ol 
the closef '$lil Skirls' the power of 
the pain on Townshend' s lips 
makes Mealk?aF sound like he's 
chewing bubblegum The 
production matches the mood (as 
you'd expect horn the Wessex 
Sludio parincfshio of Chns Thomas 
and Bill Pnoe|i. Where it suits, gti 
tracks like the apocalyptic 'Slardom 
lo Ajctpfi Of the coWly desolate, 
almost futurist, 'CommuniDAtion. 
the guitars, synthesisers and. 
yessir, reaf drums echo and 
reverberate like they were played in 
a cathedraJ 

And ^ none ol these tracks are 
what might be termed Meial Music- 
Tha bulk ol tham are haavily 
arranged rock while Urfilorms nods 
to Townshend’s mod roots. Faca 
Dances Part is Who like pop, and 
‘Exquiisileiy Bored' and North 
CounHy Girl' ere obviously 
influenced by Californian soft rock 
and. believe it or not. folk music. 
That may come a a sufprise to 
some. But as any Who Ian will tell

"I think that is very mportani It's 
true Ihere are too ma ly faceless 
entities around, is lhat what you 
mean?" I meani that a band like 
SaKOh. lor example, only achieved 
Its present status by endless 
tO'unng. 

“I know you can only qel a 
long-term following by Egging end ; 
giggpnrg. Look at AC DC and all the 
bands thal have m^e it on thal 
level for the fast five or lb years- 


You have to work in America and be 
the Support act —■ 1 know ail that 
There s a lot to be said Ipr il. OneO 
you gel that kind of following, they 
tend to stick with you- But we ve 90t 
our own. individual fans. I can’t see 
any fnction between our audiences. 
Our styles aren't so dissimilar we d 
all alienate each other's tans. H# 
said Hopefully!" 

M e DIDN'T want Ihe beer cans 
lo come living? 

'Nah MosI people in that 
situalion ask for it, I just wani to get 
Oul there. But it's sc complicaled — 
even to put somelhinq on the road 
for a week. I jusl iike tn# 
atmosphere of playing 'Nve' a 
helluva lol more Ihan recording, I ve 
never been ai home in the studio- 
Us a sterile envinenmeni." 

So wha! was he going to calf this 
band? How about somethirig really 
Original, like Electric Tiger or 
Energy'^ "Nah. nahf II s ju&t like Ihe 
Gary MOOre Sand Or you can cell rt 
Gary Moore and His Expensive 
FnendS- We pay eecn person a 
certain fee tor Ihe perickj of work. 
Each one negotiates his own fee. 
Whoever ig the smartest gpls |he 
most money out ot me! Are you out 
there, lao? 

T 1 ycxi look at the liters lhal urfive 
at my reheafMis, you'H see wtio rs 
getting the mosi money I came on 
a bicycle — ha. ha!*’ 

How did Gary rate the players he 
had galhered around him as 
characterg and players? Tan is a 
very professional, relaxed and 
conticienl person and l don't have to 
talk 10 him aboul what he's doing 
He does k. and thai's it. And of 
cxnurae N eil is a very last tearner. 

Ha s got on# of the fastest oars 
around, in taci. everyofie is quick at 
picking things up. which makes it all 
so much easier.” 

T 1 s a lillle tut different from what 
I’ve done baiore in that Ihe tempos 
aren't as frantic. I used to ptey all 
otyvieus, headbanging tempos. M's 
goftna be slower bul heavier. And 
it 'll be a a lot more melodic than the 
stuff I va put out betore .. .'

WHEN JET Records ftneilfy $aw 111 
to release Magnym's 'Chase The 
□ragoo' album they never believ^ed 
tor ofie minute lhal it would the 
band lake ott in a way lhal 
everybody ajfcepl them had 
realised was possibly lor yaara. And 
for a band d Malm's status slill to 
be pt^yirig clbhsTike the Marquee is 
as much of a joke as Sly* bei ng 
abba to sdl oul Wembley Arana. 

Anyway, dOSpIle the kMig-running 
injustices that have plagued ftieir 
career ihings do al last appear to be 
mng in their favour. Not only are 
ma barwJ now aetiieving their long 
deserved recognllion at home but 
America also seemg to have taken 
Iheir high energy brand of pomp 
rock to ils heart. In i way one gets 
the leeNr^ lhat ihese two Marquee 
gigs oouu prove lo be the band s 
last appearenoos in a club Bituation 
belpro they set ott on the stcMrny 
load ID ihe top- Even their 
presenlallon looked more geared 
towards ihe lull sca>e concert show 
this time and ibe big. aimosi 
orchestraii arrangemants often 
seemed in slark contrast lo the 
siaafy surroundings. 

In time-honouTed laablon it's 
Tory Clarkin wtio maslerminds Ihe 
proceedings with his reserved 
manner and aggressive guitar work 
while Bob Galley. oHen 
underostimaied as a singer, 
delivers his vocals sparingly, only 
using his power and range when 
rkooesearv. But Magnunvs irue 
sir#ngth lies in their ability id use 
keytwards in a iDck'n'roll contexl 
and never simply as a cover up fo€ 
lack ol melody 

As usual. Changes' is the best 
number one single thal never was. 
its harpsicord intro and boundng 
bass line very much in Ihe vein ol 
the Manfred Mann Earth Barid 
singles ol a faw years ago.

Besl of the bunch is the opener 
OofTt You.

much better, but titles don't make 
songs and this one would fare well 
as a Single. 

It strikes me as pretty stran-go lhat

Obviously we're in business Id make money, 
otherwise we'di have to cAose down, but we're 
very proud of our repulatlori We like to tfwnk 
we'ne a reasonably pnoed ‘prestige' venue and 
that we act as a spririgboaid between the pub cir- 
and Eha biggef concert halls. Being rtghi in the 
cenire ol Soho, and within walkjng distar»ce of 
most [il the big fecord oompanies and agencies 
means we're still one of Ihe besi places to iplay (or 
a band hying tio c^alcfi tha e^. Treat's Why so 
many people warn a gig al iSe Marquee even 
wheri they kr^ow there’s nqt much profift to be

"We don l pay ary quoraniees, you see. The 
Moiouee s beer going tor almasl 23 years ai>d 
we've never paid a fee. When I first started 
bodiirtg a year ago I was wined and dined by all 
the agerictos and every one inEto to persuade me 
to change Ihe system. Bui The Marquee's direc¬ 
tors would nevef agree to it. So we simply pay tihe 
band a percentage of wbai wc lake on tf^ door 
and UiaC's ihe end <rf il. Naturally ihal peroente^ 
vanes from barto to band and carcumstartto lo ctT' 
cumsiance. 'We have wage and electhcfty bills to 
pay — and reel and rales bills loo, so it costs uS 
the same lo open up (he cMi whelher wo ve gol 
40 people m or a capacity crowd of 400 . Conse^ 
qnerrtty, a band we don't eMppeci to diHw very 
marty will have to settle tor & tower perconlage 
than a ined and tested outfit which packs them in 

TJol fhe Marquee doesnl just make ito money 
from Ihe door, Ihere are other angles loo If we ge^ 
a small ciTTwd cl. say, 15d punlefs in or^ nighi, all 
paying tl .SO a licket. then there won'i be very 
much cosh to divide belweeri the band and toe 
ctob Bui rl ail those 150 people head straight lor 
the bar and steam into Ihe boo?e then, as any 
ctub or p(Jb pmmqter will toll you. you begin to 
lake mal moriey. Unloftunatoly the band don'l be- 
nefil from Ihal. tfs upto them to pull in a big crowd 
if they want (o see aitylbing worth talking about al 
the end d toe evening. That’s why anyhotty who 
wants lo play The Marquee has to be sure cd 
some sori d fnllciwing Dr else it's ready not worth 
ihefT while. 

Things used to be a IrHto dillefent. In toe old 
days there were always a fair number ol whet 
we d can walk-up customers' people who wouki 
drop in on toe oH-chance of seeing a good band 
or bocsuse they were up Wesi looking tor some- 
thinq to do lor the oighft. But apart from the loreign 
students who corne to London m too summer that 
kind of audiarkco has largely vanished since toe 
rece^ssion began. 

"So out of their tektogs Ihe main band has to 
pay ail thsir overheads and that's where the 
rrloney goes — hiring vens and filling fhem wilh 
petrol and peying tor ihe PA. We now have a 
5,OCX) WaH system permanently installed It's fun 
by out sister company Entec and has nothing to 
do me. Each band I book talks to Enlec inde- 
perxtanltv to go QVSf Ihek roquiroments and whet 
extras tti^ dan aftord The basic price is about 
£80, I believe, but k go^ up If th^ wani fancy 
echoboxes and harmonisers or whatever. Most 
bands take ardvanrtage of it though Ihey're wel¬ 
come to bring in toeir own PA if they want Eniec 
have slofage Space downslaks so they can move 
oul their rig wkh ng problefn and the same goes 
for b^tbi.

Basically, we pay them £12.00 a head, which 
mearbs Ihal a lour- piece band can be sure of gel- 
Ibng £4B when they play here, il's no! very much if 
they've had to motor down from the North and 
Ihoy'd normally be asked to contnbule towards 
Ihe PA hire chaiw as wol!, but al least it's a defi¬ 
nite amount ano they can work pul their oosls 
arournd tl. The mam band, however, has to wait 
until Ihe end of the gig before they lind oul 
whether they'll break even or lose. 

“|r mosi cases P don't book ihe support band al 
all. They're the responsibillly of the maim band 
and are supplied by the main band's agency, 
managemartt or record company. Either mat or 
they'fo somebody's males. Of course I get people 
ringing me up all (he Ikno and sending me cassel- 
les. and 1 often gol visiled by managers who claim 
to have the Next Big Thing and can they have a 
gig please? Bu( anybody can say lhat, can'( Ihey? 

I prefer to wait until somebody In the business 
whose (udgment l tru$l starts pulling Iheir repuia- 
tfon on toe line lor a now act. Then i respect their 
opinon and try tos ad out. 

^But it's always been The Marquee s policy lo 
nurture fww bands and. if we think they're partlcu- 
iaiiy special, help them build themselves up. A 
pdme example of that at ihe moment is a band 
called Ore People am just beginning to latch onto 
them and our Jack Barrie is helping them sort oul 
their probisms. Wrto a barid like Ihal who haveo'l 
actually done much, haven't gol management or 
a record deal or an agency behind ihemr you can't 
expect Ihem to lake otf inslanHy. So you give 
them some key supports with band^ wfHMe audi¬ 
ences you know will appceciaie them and you wait 
(Of Ihem to devetop a foltowing of their own. Bul 
you have to ^toeek hew commiiied they are. If 
they're nol all tOO per cent behind toe band then 
you're wasting your time because they'll never get 



anywhere. Bul if they're ready to devote all Iheir 
energy to their music and pump every penny toey 
earn back into fhe band ihen they're m wilh a 
chance so you go for ht. 

in Ore's case they've been building very wed. 
They shouki soon be ready to start doing headline 
gigs themselves and Jack's putting Ihern on al 
Headiing. It looks good for them They're all good 
players but the initial reason they stood ouf Trom 
ail Ihe other bands that play here was because 
Ifwir singor Gordon isn't just a huge hkjke he's a 
real extrovert. The firsl intie Ore supftorted Gifl 
here he Dommanded everyone's atfenfion. 

'“We do have a faw rules here though, ig pro¬ 
tect bolh the club and the bands. Like we havert'l 
allbwed pyrotechnics and smoke bombs at The 
Marquee since the nighf ihe PA nought lire' 
Things like that are spell oul in lha information 
sheels 1 attach to (he back of every contract They 
explain everythir^ lhai goes on from ihq moment 
a band ^larts loading Ihcir gear to the moment 
Ih^ leave. 

"The mosi unpopular must be the playing time. 
We insist lhat Ihq headline band finish by 
lO.^Opm which means lha( ihe support band 
generally has to go on before 0pm which i$ dread- 
fijlly early. Our iTeensing hours aro ircm 7pm (o 
11pm With lO minutes’’diinking-up time Aboul 
two years ago the Old Bill walked m at 11.121^^1 
and saw people still milling around and dunking, 
so we gol a severe warning. Inilially. we had to 
fine the bands something like £1 per minute lhay 
over-ran and (hat soon gof Ihe poini home. 

"1 don't actually mind i( the police pop m now 
and aqain. 'We re on quilq Iriendly Icrms wilh 
them bul Ihey always like to imak€ sure we don't 
misbehave Ttiey keep our customers on their 
toes, Wha.t they don't realise is, legally speaking, 
il's JhB Marquee's resport&itelity to see no drugs 
are taken on the premises. If somebody gels 
caught they not only get inlu Irouble Ihemselvcs 
bul they oould have us closed down as well."

T WO GUVS with BA and 
degrees respectively are 
flow louring^ the counliY 
members of a decidedly 
symptionic roch band that Ig 
InMuanced by the likes of 
Oneslt.

Hardly what today's 
bright young things go crazy 
over, especially If yo'u've picked 
op the filthy habit of tuning Into 
TOTP on s Thursday evening, 
where the word plastic lakes on a 
new dimension. Vet according lo 
Richard Lowe, keytM:]ardi9t with 
Saracen. Ihe old school ot rock 
fan Ig itlll alive and well. 

“Our album was originally 
released last November on the 
same day as AC QC and It 
outsold 'for Those AbquI To 
Hock In Our home area ol the 
North Midlands by Q 
considerable amounl. Our 
minager (the bver-domlnant 
Grahem Robinson) was 
distributing Ihe album himself, 
running all over the place, and no 
sooner had he got back home 
then the phone would rin g whh 
people demanding moref^ 

It's the kind of story that seems 
lo be synonymous with every 
band inal'a ever released sn 
album on an Independent label, 
bill In tbe case ot Saracen there 
would appear to be more lhan a 
grain ol truth In their worthy 
wordings. Oecca Records have 
picked the Darbyghire quintet' s 
album up for dlslrlbutlon end 
seems to be Interested In a deal 
oi a more permanent nature. 

■'We need a good deal very 
badly, so ihat we can give up our 
day Jobs and Im merse o-urselves 
totally In the music buslness- 
Whhout an advance, we have to 
pay all our s^ipenses out of our 
own pockets sc we need our [obs 
to support ourselves. Vet the 
Cfltch 23* situation arrives when 
you have a gig followed by work 
the next dey. We played 
Scarborough recently and by the 
lime we'd unloaded gear back 
home, I gol to bed at S.SQsm — 
only to be up at a.aoam for work, 
whn a gig thei seme evening, it 
gets to be ridiculous when you re 
supposed lo be In a position of 
responsibility f" 

Thst's what a love for 
rock'n'roil Is all abgul and 
Saracen have at least msriaged 
to get further than many bands 
by actually getting their efforts 
down on plastic. 'Heroes, Saints 
And fools' Is overblown to the 
point of obesity and while It does 
conlain some rather gross 
pagsagea, at least shows 
Ssracen have something mor-e to 
offer then a lew straight chords. 
Tbe vinyt did little for me but 
poflglbly the band's progression 
could yield an Interesting style, 
combining more tasteful 


complexities with the 
commercial pomp style of the 
single, 'No Mora Lonmy Nights'. 
Drummer John Thome 
oxpoundsr 

- No More Lonely Nights' was 
wrinen ea e singlen with fairly 
hanar lyrics tm Saracen, with 
plenty of hocks to sun that 
market, and tt'e a useful direction 
to go in while still relalnlng our 
Intagrtly. yie are considering a 
glighl reappralaal of cur snongs to 
attempt to Impfove on what 
we've already done.'' 

|ICHARD: ”The album can 
^be Improved on by a groal 
^degree, although at the timo 
of Its recording wo were over the 
moon about It, We Feld Ihe tracks 
<^wn \n four days and had to mix 
ItieHm In five hours, because we 
were running oul of cash. We 
learni a hell of a lot from that 
rwcofd but we can do sc much 
better. We can now make an 
album that will be as good as 
drryfh^r^thaTs available, 
becaufte our songs are so good. 
With the extra attention to 
production and a lot more time 
n'lf be the best album ever 
mwief " Rob Bendelow Is the 
sdnpwriler whom the rest of the 
group admire so much, and John 
ig not slew to sing the guitarist a 
praises. 

"Ms Is a brilliant wrllsr, getting 
Ideas solely from Inspiration — In 
the bath or walking the dog. 
Things ere so easy, because he 
simply presenla a song lo us 
compist#d. It Could be frustrating 


If we all wanted our own songs to 
be used, but it's recogniged that 
Rob's compositions are streets 
atiaad of anybody else's and as 
wt'rs only interested kn Ihe best 
for Saracen, we want to use hia 
songs alone for the lime being. 
We are pelting a kick out Of 
faking Ihe songs and simply 
insprovfsing our own Ideas on 
them." 

Pretentious and overblown are 
words thst have cropped up In 
connection with SaracBn here, 
revealing a dichotomy ol sofis in 
so much as the band are 
performing Ir^ halla which could 
be described as less than megs 
and which are poesibly totally 
opfioged to the spirit of Skracen. 
Richard knows what It meant. 

"The amount we pfay and the 
money we put Into our ahow 
makOB h quite a spectacle. If also 
makes us poor^ People have 
qrten tdd us that we really 
shouldn't be playing the pub and 
club circuit with the equlpmofit 
that we possess. It's farcical that 
people expect us to walk Into s 
gig with a gulLsr and a practice 
amp under our arms. Some 
vanues have only one plug and 
we need 30 amps for the lights 
alone! We re not quite in Ihe tron 
Malden lighting slakes yet. but 
we' re getting there " 

Does this kind of music still 
have a niche for a new band? The 
ilkes of Genesis have retained 
their old faithfuls but can 
Saracen ahracl a new audience, 
which has been brouaht up on a 
dletof direct Metal? 


“We do hafve empathy with the 
rock musk of today as well as 
the old school , We l ike to gel our 
heads down occestonally and H 
you look iike lirlah Heep, there 
can be an efffecilvs combmation 
of the two slylee. We sctualky 
Mlvve we cen go orw better then 
them. The world's waiting for 
■nolhef major rpck bend end 
iwe’ru going to be that band!"

But If If was only ■ heh-knowm 
band, then we'd have to turn the 
charbce down, beceusa of Itta 
lack ol ttnanclel security. We've 
got Irons In the flra and we'll see 
•how It goes.*^

HOWARD JOHNSON 
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SAMSON FANS should be particularly 
plea&e-d to hear Itiat, afl-er a prolonged 
period in Ihe wings, the band’s IqrrnoT 
dru miner Thunderstick wiil Unally be 
re-errwrging cenlre stage. Were it npt 
tof a lack ot support. borN maral and 
f inane la u his felurn to the world oi 
mainstream mayhem would certainly 
have happened a good deal sooner 
(ideas and material have been ready 
lor some time}. But as it Is a headlin¬ 
ing gig al the London Marquee on 
Thursday, August 5 will be the band's 
debut live pertormance and hopefully 
secure them a Slot al this year s Head¬ 
ing festival. 

A five-piece featuring twin guitars 
and a female vocalist, the group, 
known simply and appropriately as 
Thunderstick, are currently locked 
away In rehearsals preparing lor The 
Big Night and it would seem, gettirig 
harder all the lime. As a result of the 
headed one's strong feel for melody 
as well as the heavier skje of things 
the sound is something ?kin tc a 
beefed-up Heart though with a shar¬ 
per visual edge. 

Though Thunderstick has never 
meant to be frightening or oH-putting 
the hood and some of tils more bizarre 
exploits certainly worTk?d some, in 
particular the teminist set who caused 
a couple of college gigs to be cancel¬ 
led on I he last £amson tour. By his 
very naluren however, he cannot al¬ 
ways be kept in ctreck, I hough even at 
his most anarchic stale usually re¬ 
served for Interviews) the aim is al¬ 
ways lo entertain rather than terrorise. 

The real problem was that the char¬ 
acter of Thunderstick took off to such 
a degree that It eventually began to 
overshadow Samson the band and 
this, added to certain musicai differ¬ 
ences. made a spilt virtually inevit¬ 
able. Now. however, surrounded by 
like-minded musicians, the future of 
the 'Stick looks considerably more se¬ 
cure. Already a deal for a single Is 
being negoliaied around the new line¬ 
up and more gigs should soon be on 
the way. 

In the meantime; Thunderstick has 
decided to offer Kerrang! readers the 
chance to win a genuine beer- 
drenched hood.
